THE CASTING OF THE CATHEDRAL BELLS 


The casting of the bells for the Cathedral chime and carillon presented by Dr. Coulson was 
completed at the foundry of Messrs. Gillett and Johnson at Croydon, England. During the 
month of July the great Bourdon Bell was cast. 

Into the molten metal of this bell were dropped the silver coins sent by various of the choir 
boys and others. Among them a Chinese silver dollar and a Chinese copper cent which were 
contributed by Canon and Mrs. Ridgely, being the only bit of money Dr. Ridgely had left when 
he escaped from the hands of the marauding soldiers in Nanking, China, in 1927. The photo- 
graph, reproduced above, was taken as Mrs. Johnson, the wife of one of the firm, was throwing 
the coins into the bell. 

The whole chime will be completed and received here in San Francisco, it is expected, by 
Thanksgiving Day, but is to be loaned to the “Treasure Island”, for use in the Bell Tower, until 
the Exposition is over.

Elected as permanent chairman of the seminar was the 
Very Rev. Vietor Nedzlnidsky, Dean and Archpriest of the 
Holy Trinity Russian Orthodox Catholic Cathedral, and as 
Secretary, the Rev. Enoch Jones, of St. Stephen’s, Gilroy. 
and St. Luke’s, Hollister. 


In response to the invitation of the Rev. Charles P. Otis, 
S. S. J. E., the next meeting is to be at the Church of the 
Advent, sometime in November. 


Speakers at the meeting were Bishop Parsons on ‘‘ Prog- 
ress in Union with the East,’’ Canon Bayard Jones on 
‘‘Anglican and Eastern Relations,’’ and the Very Rev. 
Victor Nedzlnidsky on ‘‘The Value of Fellowship.’’ 


Appreciation of the seminar is due the Rev. Leo Cook 
who took the initiative to interest Episcopal priests in the 
meeting.

Since many of our city dwellers were unable to give the 
entire day to this gathering, the afternoon business meet- 
ing and program was attended about as usual. The reports 
seemed unusually hopeful, however, and by the time Bishop 
Bloek was introduced to us by Bishop Parsons, as the 
speaker of our program, we were all in mental and spir- 
itual readiness for his splendid words of courage and 
challenge. His appeal to us to ‘‘go forward.’’ not only 
with him, but by ourselves, as individuals, was one we 
cannot ignore. 

In the evening, St. Paul’s Church was the host, and the 
day was brought to a very stimulating ending by a throng 
of over six hundred people, filling the Church to capacity, 
ready for the beautiful service. Many of the rectors in the 
convoeation took part in the reading of the service, and 
the sermon, on the parable of the soils, was one we will 
never forget. 

Even the California weather was in a happy mood, and 
attempted to show a moderation of temperature such as 
Bishop Block and his family must be accustomed to, com- 
ing as they do, from St. Louis. But in spite of the unusual 
warmth, the reception after the service was a gay one, and 
many who had not had the pleasure of welcoming our new 


Bishop in person before, availed themselves of that 
pleasure. 


The Convocation of San Jose 

With over 250 in the church and 175 receiving Holy 
Communion, the Convocation of San Jose met in Calvary 
Chureh, Santa Cruz, on October 11. The sermon at the 
morning Service was by Bishop Block, and the many who 
saw and heard him for the first time were enthusiastic in 
their praises. 

At the business session following the service it was de- 
cided that the Spring Convoeation would be held in con- 
Junction with the Synod of the Provinee of the Pacific, 
meeting at Trinity Church, San Jose, in May of 1939. 

The Guild of Calvary Chureh served two delicious nieals 
to those present, each time to crowds which overflowed 
the hall and had to be fed in two ‘‘shifts’’. Too much credit 
cannot be given to the Guild members for their part in 
making the day such a suecess. 

During the afternoon, the Rev. Theodore Bell of Del 
Monte spoke on ‘‘Non-Physical Healing;’’ the Rev. Mr. 
Pateman on ‘‘Student Work at Stanford ;’’ the Archdeacon 
on ‘‘Here and There in the Diocese.’’ and Miss Frances 
Young on the work of the Department of Religious Edu- 
cation. The Woman’s Auxiliary Hour was under the di- 
rection of Mrs. Tucker of Palo Alto. 

At the evening dinner the Rev. Norman Snow, rector of 
Calvary Chureh, welcomed the guests, and Bishop Block 
again spoke, this time on the missionary theme.

Monday, September 26, 1938. The quarterly meeting of 
the Dioeesan Altar Guild began at 12:30 o’clock with lunch 
at St. Paul’s Parish House, Oakland, 75 present. The meet- 
ing was opened with an address of weleome by the presi- 
dent. Mrs. Williams. The Rev. Mr. Merrix then gave a 
short talk, first on the general world situation today, then 
on requirements of an Altar Guild from the reetor’s point 
of view, closing with a prayer for the Altar Guild and for 
the statesmen of the world for peace with justice to all. 
The seeretary read the minutes of the last meeting, which 
ineluded the reading of the Constitution of the organiza- 
tion.

A great many of the parish Altar 
Guilds have not been heard from, but many were well 
represented. 

Miss Anna Hall reported needs of vestments; that many 
appeals have already come to the Diocesan Altar Guild for 
help in this matter. Mrs. Jones, president of the Diocesan 
Woman’s Auxiliary, spoke for this organization, promising 
all possible cooperation. A letter from Mrs. Sherman was 
then read by the seeretary, turning over to the Diocesan 
Altar Guild the Altar Department of the Diocesan Wom- 
an’s Auxiliary. 

Mrs. Hulsewe gave a talk on rural Altar Guilds and 
especially junior Altar Guilds and the work of the young 
children in connection with the Altar. Then followed an 
address by Mrs. Lacy on fundamentals of Altar Guild 
work. The librarian exhibited books which she felt should 
be owned by every parish. Mrs. Ritter gave a little talk on 
work with young people. The president brought up the 
subjeet of the next meeting and where it would be held. 
The subject chosen was to be a symposium on young peo- 
ple’s work, Miss Dickinsen to have charge. 

Mrs. Merrix offered her home every second Friday morn- 
ing at 11 o’eloeck for the embroidery class, for which the 
(iuild is most grateful. Beautiful embroideries were exhib- 
ited and inspected after the meeting adjourned at 2:45 
oelock. 


News from Saint Margaret’s House 


Life at Saint Margaret’s House is very full. The daily 
schedule ineludes two services in the house Chapel, the 
one on Wednesday morning being a service of Holy Com- 
munion condueted by clergymen of the neighborhood, 
among whom have been the Reverend Henry H. Shires, 
D. D., the Reverend J. Lindsay Patton, the Reverend Dr. 
Randolph C. Miller, the Reverend Phineas MeC. Casady, 
the Reverend Everett Bosshard, the Reverend J. Henry 
Thomas and the Reverend Henry M. Shires. 

Student life is planned through the house organization 
of resident students, which has its own exeeutive commit- 
tee, cooperating with the student organizations of the Uni- 
versity of California. Once a fortnight on Wednesday 
nights, the students hold their ‘‘house meeting’’ at which 
plans are made and problems discussed. 

The academic course of the students in training for 
Chureh work is arranged by the Divinity School of the 
Pacifie through its dean, the Reverend Henry H. Shires, 
who has recently been appointed by Bishop Parsons, 
through the action of the Board of Trustees, to the position 
of Warden of Saint Margaret’s House. Supplementing the 
academic subjects, Dean Springer, the new head of the 
house has started two courses of a practical nature—one in 
Christian Social Service, the other in Methods of Parish 
Work. For field work, one student has taken charge of a 
Church school group, a second is in charge of a Junior 
Altar Guild, and a third is active in a branch of the Camp 
Fire Girls. 

Saint Margaret’s House is used to a considerable extent 
by outside groups. The Cranmer Club, under the direction 


of Dr. Randolph Miller and Miss Ellen Gammack meets 
three times weekly: on Tuesday evenings, for a diseussion 
of practical personal problems; Wednesday noons for a 
luneheon at which the Rev. Bayard Jones is explaining the 
Prayer Book; and on Friday afternoons for a tea and 
danee. Onee a month the mothers of members of the Cran- 
mer Club hold a conference. On October 9th, a quiet day 
for members of the Young Women’s Christian Association 
was held in the sehool Chapel. On October 30th, the new 
Episeopal students of Mills College were invited for an 
afternoon social gathering and tea. 

On September 28th, the Board of Trustees held a reg- 
ular meeting, at the Diocesan House. Due to the fact that 
many were in San Franciseo for the consecration of Bishop 
Block, there was an unusually fine representation from dis- 
tant parts of the Province. 


Church Divinity School Notes 


The new year opened hopefully on August 19th and 20th 
with the registration of the old and new students. Ten 
new students were enrolled to make the student body the 
largest in the history of the School. There are twenty-five 
students in regular course and one special student. Two 
students from St. Margaret’s House are also taking work 
at the Divinity Sehool and ten from the Pacifie School of 
Religion. The total number receiving instruction this quar- 
ter is thirty-eight. 

There have been no faeulty changes. The Reverend Ev- 
erett Bosshard returned in time for the opening of the 
aeademie year after spending some time at Oxford. 

The Rev. H. I. Oberholtzer made the Divinity School a 
most valuable gift during the summer, when he presented 
to the library nearly a hundred volumes of his religious 
edueation library. Mr. Oberholtzer has specialized in reli- 
gious education for many years. 

The Rev. Clifton Macon, ’00, has been appointed locum 
tenens of the parish of St. Michael and All Angels in St. 
Louis, the parish of which Bishop Block was the reetor. 

Dr. D. Charles Gardner and Mrs. Lloyd Robbins have 
each presented the Chapel with a Della Robbia plaque for 
the sanctuary. One portrays the Nativity and the other 
the Resurrection.

Woman’s Auxiliary 
By Mabel C. Nourse, Educational Secretary 


If the function of the Church is to reveal God to man- 
kind, we as churchwomen have but one answer to give to 
the question ‘‘Do you believe in missions?’’ Christ said 
‘**Go ye into all the world.’’ 

In taking up the study of India, our topic for foreign 
mission study, we must emphasize the great need that India 
has for Christianity. Under the two thousand year-old 
social structure of India, the vicious caste system, many of 
her people are without hope, live in despair and have no 
escape from such despair. Christianity is a religion of 
hope. It brings the individual into a great fellowship that 
leads to more abundant living. 

One of the barriers in bringing Christianity to India is 
the lack of unity among ourselves. Bishop Azariah, who is 
a native of India and who was in 1912 consecrated Bishop 
of Dornakal, says: ‘‘ Divisions of Christianity are a source 
of weakness and inefficiency : they are a crime and scandal 
in the non-Christian world. Union is a desirable ideal in 
the older churches: it is a matter of life and death in the 
younger churehes in Africa and the East.’’ 

In studying India, use the text ‘‘Moving Millions’’ with 
a leader’s manual on India, both of which can be obtained 
from 281 Fourth Avenue, New York. Bishop Azariah’s 
address at Cincinnati, entitled ‘Fellowship of the Chureh 
—the East’’ (281 Fourth Avenue, New York—5c) should 
be carefully read before planning the program on India. 

During the past twenty years two great movements have 
been working toward Christian unity—‘‘ Life and Order,”’ 
emanating from Edinburgh, and ‘‘Faith and Work,’’ cen- 
tered at Oxford. Their work has been combined under the 
World Council of Churches which will ‘‘earry on the work 
of the Faith and Order and Life and Work movements: 
make it easier for the churches to act together, promote 
cooperation in study, further the growth of ecumenical 
consciousness in the churehes, call world conferences on 
specifie subjects as occasion requires.’’ 

Our topic for domestie mission study is the City Church, 
which will have an important part in working toward an 
ecumenical Church. We shall study this topic in its rela- 
tion to Christian unity. A forum, or open meeting for 
all echurchwomen, entitled ‘Toward Unity,’’ will be held at 
Christ Church, Alameda, on November 3rd. The program 
will be based on the Woman’s Auxiliary pamphlet No. 458 
and Paul Roberts’ address given at Cincinnati, entitled 
‘*Fellowship of the Chureh—the United States.’’ Both of 
these pamphlets ean be obtained from 281 Fourth Avenue, 
New York (price 5¢). Mrs. John T. Pigott of San Fran- 
cisco, Mrs. Vera Peck Millis of Carmel and Mrs. Robert 
Vickery of Berkeley will be the speakers. Come prepared 
to answer the question ‘‘ What contribution must I make 
toward Christian unity ?’’

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Religious Education 
A Bulletin for Parents 


The Department of Religious Education has just pre- 
pared a bulletin for parents, with the hope that parents 
will find it helpful in developing Christian family life. 
The bulletin will appear four times during the year. The 
first issue, which may be ordered from Miss Young at the 
Diocesan House, contains an article called ‘‘You Are 
Teaching Your Child Religion!’’, three prayer cards for 
children of different ages, suggestions for things to do at 
home, and a list of books for both children and parents. 
Some of the suggestions for parents to do at home to help 
in the growth of Christian family life are as follows (we 
quote from the bulletin) : 

1. Use Grace Before Meals. Let each member of the 
family take turns in saying it, and use different forms. 
Say or sing the Doxology or any favorite hymn verse. 

For a small child: ‘‘God is great, God is good, and we 
thank Him for our food. Amen.’’ 

For an older child: ‘‘Bless, O Lord, these Thy gifts to 
our use and us to Thy loving service, for Christ’s sake. 
Amen.”’ 

‘‘Por these and all his mercies God’s holy name be 
praised. Amen.”’ 

‘*Bless, O Lord, this food to our use, and us to Thy ser- 
vice, and make us ever mindful of the needs of others. 
Amen.’”’

2. Pray with your children. Teach them ‘‘to pray’’ as 
well as to use prayers already written. Will you make the 
enclosed prayer cards part of your permanent equipment? 

Some families have set up prayer corners at home. Use 
a table, or desk, or mantel, where there is placed a religious 
picture, preferably a picture of Jesus. Change it from 
time to time. Christmas cards make excellent centers for 
prayer corners. Put the Prayer Book, the Hymnal, and 
Bible there, and other books of prayer, or prayer cards 
such as you find with this bulletin. 

Encourage the children to use this special place for their 
daily devotions. Help them to find the prayers for particu- 
lar occasions, such as birthdays, when someone is sick, 
when the peace of the world is upset, and so forth. 

3. Hang some good religious pictures on the wall where 
the children may see and enjoy them. 

4. Put some good religious books in your family library. 
Use them. 

). Invite the clergyman to your home. Give all the chil- 
dren an opportunity to know him. 

6. Include Bible games in your family games. 

7. Hold a family council to decide matters concerning 
the whole family. Respect for others is a characteristic of 
the Christian life. All members of the family should share 
in the family plans. 

8. Some families use a home offering. Information about 
the Little Helpers’ Offering may be secured from Mrs. E. 
P. Christian, 2660 Green Street, San Francisco; abcut the 
United Thank Offering from Mrs. H. A. Brown, Redwood 
City ; about the ‘‘God’s Pence’’ from your clergyman. 

9. In conversation bring in religious subjects often 
enough that they become natural to all the family. 

10. Answer all the child’s questions as well as you ean, 
never putting them off with ‘‘ You will understand when 
you are older.’’ If you do not know the answer, admit it, 
with ‘‘I don’t know how to explain that, but let’s find 
out.’” Then ask your clergyman, or send the question to 
our department, which is ready to help whenever it can. 
Pray, think, and read. You can grow in the religious life 
with your child. 

11. Bring out religious significance of festivals, such as 
Thanksgiving, Christmas, Easter.

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The Church and the College Student 


From an address given by the Rev. Herbert Pateman, 
at the Convocation of San Jose 


It seems to be the desire of most American fathers and 
mothers that their children become educated men and 
women. This is good. But do they stop to consider how 
they want their children to be educated, or is this educa- 
tion idea just a fad? Do parents rush their children off 
to preparatory school and to college, away from home, in 
order to cast the responsibility of raising their children 
upon the shoulders of others, or do they honestly desire 
that their children have the finest opportunities life can 
offer them? 

Since the turn of the century we have been rushing our 
young people off to college. And education has been 
thought of chiefly as a thing of the mind; it is well to 
remember that one also possesses a body and a spirit. 

When the young person enters college, he goes from 
his home into a society of a highly artificial nature. He 
moves out of the environment of the family and of the 
Church. He is actually out of reach of those who would 
have a personal interest in him. The make-up of the aver- 
age American college with its rapid growth has forced the 
staff to be hard put to take care of things intellectual ; 
and many of our colleges find even this difficult. The in- 
flux of students has been enormous. Many new fields of 
study have been created. The colleges have not the money 
to keep a staff large enough or well-paid enough to handle 
the intellectual training. And the average teacher, in- 
structor, or professor must struggle to prepare lectures 
and grade papers. If a professor can know a half dozen of 
his students by name he is doing well for his time is taken 
up with teaching and administration. The student’s life 
is directed through notices and bulletin boards; a syllabus 
directs his studies. 

It is possible for the student who goes to college today to 
devote his whole time to a field of study in which he will 
have no contact with thoughts of Christian living. It is a 
fallacy to suppose that the so-called educated man is a 
Christian. 

If parents would only realize that it is not so very won- 
derful to have their child accepted into the ranks of a 
college or university, but would rather take the attitude 
which asks which university is it that offers my child the 
best religious training along with the secular training, 
then they would be doing something worthwhile. It is well 
to realize that some colleges and universities offer excellent 
courses in religion, whereas others do not. 

Most important for your consideration as churchmen is 
the question as to whether or not there is a student chap- 
lain of the Episcopal Church on that campus. The young 
student has the right to feel that there is someone there 
interested in him and ready to talk with him about his 
problem. And that someone should be such a Christian 
leader as can measure the problems of youth for what they 
are worth. 

The Chureh must bid for its youth. The amusements of 
our day, many of them harmful, are making despicable 
bids for our young people. Few parents have taken time 
to investigate the immoral amusements which are offered 
in the towns and cities near our colleges. It would be wise 
for them to do so. 

Where the number of students is a hundred or more 
there should be a chaplain of the denomination placed. 
Student work is apt to involve more time with the individ- 
ual than other work due to the fact that the young person 
is at the maturing age, and his questions and problems 
come quickly and must be dealt with immediately. When 
the number is less than a hundred, it seems possible that 
the nearest parish to the college or university can care for 
the young people of the denomination provided the parish 
is ably manned. 
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I believe that students are hungry for the message of 
Jesus. The student wants what Jesus has to give. The stu- 
dent will answer the Claims of Christ, but men must be 
placed on the campus to make these claims. 

What is the Church to do—may I remind you that the 
Church is made up of all of you who believe in Jesus Christ— 
you are the Church as much as its handful of clergy. You 
must take an active part in securing action on our youth 
problem. 


You ean do the following things immediately: (1) In- 
quire about the religious health of the college or univer- 
sity to which you would like to send your child. Write and 
ask your Bishop about it. (2) Ask if there is a student 
chaplain of the Episcopal Church on the campus, and if 
not, why not? The Church should minister to your child 
while in college, and the college should welcome the aid of 
a chaplain from your denomination. (3) See to it that 
your children go to colleges that offer courses in religion, 
and insist that they take these courses. (4) Train your 
children to seek the portals of the Church lovingly and 
devoutly; for it is through your influence touching upon 
their lives as young children that their religion and their 
Church comes to be a help and a home to them.

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The San Francisco Convocation—A Progressive 
Meeting

The afternoon session of the Convocation of San Fran- 
cisco on October 13th, was held on the comfortable seats 
of various motor cars which started from the Good Samar- 
itan Community Center on a tour of the Church Institu- 
tions. No one doubts that it was gay and instructive. 
After luncheon a visit on foot was paid to St. Andrew’s 
Inn around the corner, where some twenty-five boys have 
a happy home under the care of Mr. and Mrs. Jack Adams. 
Then on to St. Luke’s Hospital, beautiful, artistic and effi- 
cient. This ranks as a first class hospital on the books of 
those who decide such things. A very large number of 
tourists crowded into the lovely chapel where Bishop Par- 
sons said prayers, and an augmented number sat in rapt 
admiration to view the magnificent technicolor reels show- 
ing the flower gardens, buildings and activities of the hos- 
pital. Did you know that the staff on duty in the operating 
rooms wear blue smocks to do away with the glare? This 
was Dr. Harry Sherman’s idea. 

No one wanted to leave the hospital, but we were due at 
the Canon Kip. The neat little clinic, medical and dental, 
first attracted our attention. Wonderful things for sick 
and wounded are performed in this place. Then up to the 
club room where boys and girls have meetings and every 
night in the week something goes for the improvement of 
the community. Up above is the day nursery where dozens 
of babies and small children spend the day while their par- 
ents work. Proper food is furnished and suggestions for 
better home care are made. The Canon Kip is supported 
by the Community Chest. 

Three racial centers were visited. These impressed the 
‘*tourist’’ as teeming with activity, especially the Chinese 


eenter, where dozens of sturdy young Americans of Chi- 
nese ancestry were waiting to go into their day school. The 
Japanese and Negro centers have been cleverly made over 
from dwellings into pleasing chapels and parish houses, 
showing great personal interest on the part of the com- 
municants who have done much of the actual labor. 


The True Sunshine Chinese Center is of red brick and 
far too small for the large numbers of eager children and 
young people. At the Girls’ Friendly Lodge where business 
women under thirty may live for a reasonable sum, the 
rather breathless ‘‘tourists’’ were served with cooling 
grape juice. This satisfying Lodge has been freshly done 
over and is most attractive. It has eighty-six in residence 
and a waiting list of sixty. And no wonder! 


As evening shadows began to fall we came to the most 
beautiful of all—that lovely club for women over sixty, 
known as the Protestant Episcopal Old Ladies’ Home. 
Each member pays four thousand dollars at entrance and 
lives secure for the rest of her life, with every comfort, 
good food, an elevator, and medical care. The furnishings 
are elegant and a gracious atmosphere pervades the home. 
Many of the rooms were courteously opened for inspection 
as their occupants weleomed the enthusiastic visitors. 
Surely we had our eyes opened and learned much of the 
social service institutional work of the Diocese. But it was 
just too bad that the children of St. Saviour’s Home had 
the mumps! We could not visit them. 


Returning good for evil is the only form of public or priv- 
ate justice that can perfectly satisfy the moral zeal of a son 
of the Kingdom, because it is the only means which effec- 
tually assails the spirit of wickedness at its very fount.
